Latest retail park plan jeopardises town centre revamp

QUESTIONS have been raised about the 
future of a major town centre redevelop¬ 
ment after another Banbury retail park 
plan was announced. 

A council boss behind the Bolton Road 
shops plan said it would be affected by permis¬ 
sion for a retail park by the M40. 

And it is claimed new plans for a retail park 
at Kraft Foods in Southam Road cast further 
doubt over the scheme. 

The Kraft plan would include six retail units, 
a petrol station and a 60,000sq ft supermarket 
- the same size as the Bolton Road store. 

Cherwell District Council's Norman Bolster 
said Bolton Road was "a little biton hold" until 
a decision was made on the "Banbury 
Gateway" M40 plan. 

This would see motorsport firm Prodrive 
move to the nearby former Hella lighting site to 
make way for a retail park, to include M&S and 
Next. 

Mr Bolster told the Banbury Cake last week: 
"They will all have an effect on each other." 

He said: "If you went out now to developers 
to say 'are you interested in this?' they would 
say 'we would like some certainty on [Banbury 
Gateway] before we decide what would be 
suitable in there or not'." 

The scheme would flatten the Gala Bingo 
hall and multi-storey car park for a 24-hour 
supermarket, hotel and five other units. 

Mr Bolster, lead member for economic 
development and estates, refused to speak to

the Banbury Cake after the Kraft plan was 
announced. 

He asked us to contact the council's press 
office and, in a statement, said the authority 
was "committed" to Bolton Road. 

The Kraft plan would demolish its former 
storage facility, now run by DHL in Bicester. 
No Kraft jobs would be lost. 

Kraft business development and engineering 


manager David Jackson said: "It addresses all 
of our available space in one go." 

Peter Frampton, planning consultant for the 
Kraft plan, said the town could not support 
60,000sq ft supermarkets at the factory and 
Bolton Road. 

He said: "I would be surprised if all three 
went ahead because of the overall scale."

Police report concerns over violence at nightspot

club licence 


Banbury's Chapel nightclub 


A CLUBBER was hit with a 
bottle and then kicked on 
the floor, and a woman was 
punched after throwing a 
drink in a man's face. 

These are some of the violent 
incidents which has led police 
to take action against Banbury's 
Chapel nightclub. 

They are included in a police 
log of 104 incidents at the 
Horsefair club from September 
2009 to December last year. 

The force has brought a 
review of the club's premises 
licence, to be heard today by 
Cherwell District Council. 

They can withdraw or sus-

pend all or parts of the licence, 
add conditions, demand man¬ 
agement be removed or take no 
action. It currently has permis¬ 
sion to open to 4am from 
Thursday to Sunday. 

Licensee Ryan Mold said: 
"We are working with the 
police on additional measures 
which could be put in place to 
ensure any incidents are kept to 
a minimum." 

The police said "there are 
concerns about the amount and 
the nature of the assaults and 
disorder" under the current 


management. "Many meetings" 
had been held with managers 
and advice had usually been 
followed but problems persist, 
its submission says. 

The club had agreed to only 
use plastic glasses but a 
November bottling led officers 
to question if this was being 
stuck to. But it said there had 
been a "great improvement" in 
door staff since a new policy 
was introduced in November 
2010, police said. 

The club had its licence sus¬ 
pended for six weeks in 2007 
due to fights and underage 
drinking.

Primary School. 

Mum Katie said The 
Footstep Foundation's work 
- involving a walking aid - 
had turned his life around.

She said: "It has been 
marvellous. It is not just his 
confidence but it is teach¬ 
ing him new ways of mov¬ 
ing. He couldn't sit up 
before or pick things up. It 
has been amazing." 

Life in the foundation 
year at the Adderbury 
school is going well for 
Ronnie, who can now use 
crutches as well as a walk¬ 
ing frame. 

His 30-year-old hair¬ 
dresser mum said: "He 
really loves it. 

"It means he can sit 
cross-legged and have 
stories with the rest of his 
friends rather than being 
strapped in a chair like 
before. Over the next cou¬ 
ple of years, fingers 


crossed, he will be able to 
do regular day-to-day 
activities." 

The operation, in St 
Louis, Missouri, severed a 
damaged nerve that was 
hindering his mobility. 

Cake sales, a fashion 
show and parachute jumps 
helped raised cash and dad 
Andrew, 43, sold his Ford 
Mustang to raise £10,000. 

The youngster has 
attended Footsteps since 
he was two and has two 
hours therapy a day for 
three weeks, six times 
times a year. 

Fiona Savory, a physio¬ 
therapist for the 
Dorchester-on-Thames 
charity, said: "Ronnie is so 
much more motivated and 
confident, I am having to 
create more and more 
challenges for him."

■ School could start A-Levels in 2013 

Sixth-form 
bid backed

EDUCATION bosses have 
backed plans for a sixth- 
form at Warriner School, 
despite concern over its 
impact on other schools. 

Oxfordshire County 

Council's cabinet last week 
approved public consultation 
on the expansion, to take 22 
pupils from September 2013. 

Supporters said the plan was 
vital to give pupils the choice 
of staying at the Bloxham 
school and reduce student 
journeys. 

It would also recruit high- 
quality teachers that are other¬ 
wise put off by a lack of sixth- 
form, they said. 

A consultation by the school 
got 52 letters of support, 
including Banbury and 
Bloxham councils, and five 
feeder primary schools.

Some 1 66 parents of Year 11 
pupils also signed a petition 
supporting the plans, to at first 
include biology, chemistry and 
geography A-levels. 

But six opposed it, including 
Banbury School and Chipping 
Norton School, which take 
Warriner students post-1 6. 

There were fears it will 
"duplicate and fragment" 
courses at Banbury and 
Chipping Norton, which are 


not full, hitting exam results. 

Banbury School and Oxford 
& Cherwell Valley College 
(OCVC) are only two to three 
miles from Warriner, they said. 

A county council report said 
the Warriner plans would 
"enhance and expand existing 
offers of A-Level subjects" in 
the area. 

Courses would be replicated 
but pupil rolls will rise, creat¬ 
ing extra demand as housing 
developments come forward, 
they said. 

And it said a partnership 
between Warriner and OCVC 
would fill "gaps" in subjects. 

Warriner headteacher Dr 
Annabel Kay has said the sixth- 
form is likely to go in tempo¬ 
rary buildings, which last about 
60 years, on land by its library. 

The county council is 
expected to contribute 
£500,000 from a pot of cash 
from contributions by develop¬ 
ers of other projects.

Bolton Road could take a 
smaller supermarket, he said. 

The £40m Kraft plan would 
have six other units, 700 parking 
spaces and a roundabout at its 
Southam Road entrance. 

The scheme - to replace build¬ 
ings hired out to other firms - 
would create 300 jobs and "com¬ 
plement" the town centre, he 
said. 

It comes after the council last 
year rejected plans for a Premier 
Inn at the site over concerns it 
would hit town centre trade. 

But Mr Frampton said the 
development would "attract 
retailers who generally are not 
attracted to town centre loca¬ 
tions". 


The lack of large town centre 
stores has been identified as a 
major trading obstacle by the 
council and is a key driver for the 
Bolton Road plan. 

Prodrive has argued its plan 
will help the town as a free shut¬ 
tle bus would take shoppers to the 
town centre. 

But town centre traders hit out. 

Roger McLaren, co-owner of 
The Baytree cafe in White Lion 
Walk, said: "The town centre has 
a lot of independent traders and 
big boys are bullying them and 
shutting them down." 

All the schemes will need 
council planning permission. 

An application has gone in for 
the Gateway scheme and is due 
to be decided next month.

Tragic couple 
back brother's 
Silver Star ride

FOR any couple longing to be 
parents, the grief of losing a 
child can be near impossible to 
overcome. 

But having to go through the birth 
of your first child, knowing he has 
already died, will be a tragedy that 
stays with Emma Bond for the rest of 
her life. 

The 32-year old was 35 weeks 
pregnant with her son by partner 
Jonathan Pollard, 30, when the cou¬ 
ple were told that their son had 
passed away. 

Miss Bond, from Banbury, had suf¬ 
fered a placental abruption caused 
by severe pre-eclampsia - a condi¬ 
tion she had been unaware she even 
had until she was taken to the town's 
Horton Hospital on September 22, 
2011. 

Pre-eclampsia affects some preg¬ 
nant women during the second half 
of pregnancy or immediately after 
delivery of their baby. 

Symptoms include high blood 
pressure and fluid retention, and if 
it's not treated, it can be fatal for 
mother and baby. 

Miss Bond, said: "We were so 
excited and looking forward to hav¬ 
ing a baby. 

"We'd been so careful throughout 
the pregnancy but by the time we'd 
got to 35 weeks we'd relaxed. We 
thought we were past the dangerous 
part. 

"I'd had swollen hands and feet 
throughout the pregnancy. But then 
my face started to swell, which is 
much more unusual. 

"Then, on September 22, at 35 
weeks pregnant my partner Jonathan 
and I received the most devastating 
news that our unborn baby had 
passed away." 

As if the news was not enough, 
Miss Bond was then left fighting for 
her own life as the pre-eclampsia 
threatened her with potentially fatal 
blood poisoning. 

After being transferred from 
Banbury to the Silver Star Unit for 
high-risk pregnancies at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, Miss 


Bond had to go through a full labour 
to save her own life. Mr Pollard 
added: "The expert care that the doc¬ 
tors and midwives gave us under the 
direction of the Silver Star Team 
couldn't have been better. 

"I was able to be at Emma's bed¬ 
side the whole time whilst we were 
at the JR. 

"We hope to be trying again for 
another baby in the near future and 
knowing that we will be cared for by 
the Silver Star team gives us reassur¬ 
ance of a much better outcome in the 
future." 

The Silver Star unit cares for seri¬ 
ously ill expectant mothers and their 
unborn babies. The unit needs to 
raise £120,000 to fund cutting-edge 
research into understanding pre¬ 
eclampsia. 

Miss Bond and Mr Pollard are 
backing the drive - starting by sup¬ 
porting Mr Pollard's 35-year-old 


brother Simon, who will be carrying 
out a fundraising 950-mile charity 
bike ride from John O'Groats to 
Land's End. 

Miss Bond said: "During the most 
tragic time of our lives, the care and 
support myself and Jonathan 
received from the Silver Star Unit 
was second to none. Words cannot 
describe how grateful I feel." 

Mr Pollard added: "I wouldn't 
want what Emma and I have been 
through to be endured by any other 
couple. By raising money for the 
appeal researchers can hopefully 
find out more about pre-eclampsia 
so the condition can be cured or 
managed." 

Simon Pollard will undertake his 
cycle challenge on April 30. He 
hopes to raise more than £3,000 for 
the cause.

New home 
helps more 


A MENTAL health service's 
move to a new home 
means it should be able to 
double the number of peo¬ 
ple it helps. 

Restore, which supports 
people with mental health 
problems, was once housed in 
a small, leaky-roofed shop in 
Orchard Way, Banbury. 

But now the service has 
opened its new £36,000 home 
in a former warehouse in 
Calthorpe Street. 

The move will allow people 
from all over north 
Oxfordshire to be referred to 
the Banbury unit, which has 
seen demand for the service in 
the area double since 
Christmas. 

Katrina Horne, recovery 
and personalisation manager, 
said the new home meant the 
charity could help more peo¬ 
ple and would be easier for

people to reach. She said: 
"The increase in demand is 
because of the time of year. 
Demand for mental health 
services increases. 

"Before, in the old base, we 
were able to see around 10 to 
12 people a day. Now we can 
double that to around 25. 

"The new town centre posi¬ 
tion also means that people 
can get to us much more easi- 

iy" 

The building has been con¬ 
verted to office space and 
workshops to help people 
with mental health problems 
with their recovery. 

Workshops such as choco¬ 
late-making, miniature furni¬ 
ture-making, bread-making, 
CV-writing, public-speaking, 
and self-defence can now be 
held at the new unit, which 


also has a kitchen. Members 
can also take part in activities 
such as gardening, woodwork, 
crafts and make items to sell in 
a new shop, which is now 
open to the public at the new 
base. 

After an arson attack on the 
group's allotment in 
November, Hillier's Garden 
Centre donated a new sum¬ 
mer house and Argos, 
Homebase and Brantano all 
gave tools and equipment. 

Ms Horne added: "We are 
excited to be launching the 
service in a new building. 
Visitors, volunteers and staff 
have all worked really hard to 
get it ready." 

Oxfordshire High Sheriff 
Penelope Glen marked the 
official opening by cutting a 
ribbon. He said: "I congratu¬ 
late all those who have con¬ 
tributed to Restore's expansion 
into North Oxfordshire."

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Ownership 
of pitches 
is changed 

TWO sports pitches will be brought 
into greater use when they come 
under the management of Banbury 
Town Council, bosses say. 

Hanwell Fields sports ground is to 
be given to the authority by develop¬ 
er Taylor Wimpey, which has built 
more than 1,000 homes nearby. 

And pitches at the former Cattle 
Market will be handed over once 
work is completed by Barratt Homes 
and David Wilson Homes. 

The town council has put cash 
aside for maintenance of the 
Hanwell Fields site, to the north of 
the town. 

It is currently taking details of res¬ 
idents interested in hiring its two 
football pitches and cricket pitch. 

Nicholas Turner, a town council 
member for Hardwick, said: "I wel¬ 
come the news that the council has 
taken control of the playing field. 

"It will be a fantastic facility for 
people who live in that part of 
Banbury, and there is a junior team 
from the estate who are looking for¬ 
ward to playing there." 

Hanwell Fields and the Cattle 
Market, near the train station, are 
among sites identified by Cherwell 
District Council for housing. 

Recently, the council has 
expressed fears over countryside 
housing plans to make up for a short¬ 
fall in other suitable housing sites. 

Permission is in place for almost 
1,100 homes at Bankside.

The school said space was needed to 
provide a classroom rather than play- 
based environment to meet demands 
from inspectors.

"It is perfect for parents to collect 
their children. It is central, so it will be 
a lot more convenient for them." 

The club has 65 families on its books 
but feared it would not be able to find 
a venue with the same cheap rent as 
the school. 

Dr Fiona Hammans Mrs Cothier said: "They were able to

"We have two rooms, a garden and 
kitchen. It has everything we need at a 
really reasonable price." 

The church's Father Mervyn Tower 
said: "We are very happy we are able 
to accommodate them and they have 
found a home."

Dr Fiona Hammans said: "It is 
absolutely fantastic. 

"I do think it is perfect and might 
even be better as they are in the centre 
of town."

Sea Cadets struggle 
to pay their rent bill

BANBURY'S Sea Cadets could 
have to leave their new home 
unless commuters take up an 
offer to buy parking spaces. 

The TS Harvester unit has been 
able to meet more regularly to 
accommodate rising demand 
since moving into the Lower 
Cherwell Street unit in August. 

But it expected to meet the 
annual £20,000-a-year rent by 
hiring its 20 parking spaces to rail 
commuters for £15 a week, net¬ 
ting it £15,600. 

So far only one space has been 
taken and organisers fear the 
group will have to leave by May if 
others are not sold. 

Unit commander lieutenant Jon 
Cox said: "We did a lot of research 
and the parking was a key part. 

"Everyone we spoke to said 
parking is desperately needed." 



He said: "We had four takers 
before Christmas but two were 
made redundant and one left the 
area." 

The unit was previously based 
at the TA centre in Oxford Road, 
where it could only meet on 
Monday and Thursdays from 7pm 
to 9pm. 

It moved into the bigger unit to 
get more space and time to devote 
to training exercises like naviga¬ 
tion and meteorology. 

The unit got a £9,000 makeover 
and is now mostly used Mondays 
and Thursdays from 7pm to 10pm 
and 10am to 4pm on Sundays. 


There are 44 members in the 
group and leaders had to stop 
recruiting last year as demand 
rose. 

Lt Cox said: "We offer young 
people activities which support 
school work, develop their char¬ 
acter and teach them about work¬ 
ing in the community." 

He said the premises could be 
used for weekend events that 
attract cadets from Oxfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire to use 
Bodicote Reservoir. 

Lt Cox said: "We are doing okay 
as a unit, it's just we can't sell 
these spaces to pay the rent." 

Parking at Banbury station is 
£6.50 a day peak and £4.50 off- 
peak or £24 a week, £92 a month 
or £960 a year.

Royal Mail said workers will 
deliver until later in the day and 
"many" will still get their post by 
"lunchtime". 

It said: "The time customers 


receive mail will depend on 
where they live on the new 
delivery route. 

"This may be later or possibly 
earlier than current delivery 
times. 

"When mail volumes vary, we 
may need to adjust delivery 
arrangements and times." 

It said delivery routes were 
being reorganised because the 
service has been hit by people 
posting fewer letters. 


Collection and delivery sector 
manager Jason Scott said: "The 
local delivery team and I are 
fully committed to providing a 
high quality of service that is as 
reliable and friendly as 
customers have come to expect 
from Royal Mail in Banbury over 
many years." 

Watchdog Consumer Focus 
warned the move would impact 
on the town's economy. 

Director of postal policy 


Robert Hammond said: "This is 
likely to hit some small business¬ 
es even harder as they often rely 
on getting their post as early as 
possible in order to respond to 
customers quickly." 

But he said there is a "good 
chance" many will get their post 
earlier.

Bid to extend 
traveller site 


PLANS to extend a Bloxham 
traveller site has raised con¬ 
cerns about pressure on schools 
and the countryside. 

Scrap metal firm Smiths of 
Bloxham has applied to add 16 extra 
pitches to the 20-pitch site, between 
its site and the caravan park. 

The plans - to also improve 
drainage and washing facilities - are 
vital to provide more places, resi¬ 
dents and the applicant said. 

And a Cherwell District Council 
planning officer has recommended 
members approve the plan tonight. 

Councils are charged with identi¬ 
fying sites for travellers by the 
Government. 

Life-long traveller site resident and 
mother-of-two Sueellen Gaskin, 31, 
welcomed the move. 

She said: "It is my home, I was 
born here. 

"This site is all families. They have 
got married and there is no room for 
them. If there was a bigger place

they would be able to have a family." 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: "I think it is 
big enough as it is. 

"They don't build enough proper 
council sites so we have got to have 
somewhere to go. We want to settle 
down and send our children to 
school." 

But Milton Parish Meeting said 
while it supported the principle of 
using the site, members still had 
concerns. 

One said they "can't imagine" 
permission being given for afford¬ 
able houses on the site, adding: 
"There seems to be no reason why a 
special case should be made." 

Others raised concerns about 
extra traffic, the lack of a bus service 
and the impact on over-subscribed 
Bloxham Primary School. 

And one said: "Extensification of 


this use on this site could result in 
the joining up of Bloxham to the car¬ 
avan site." 

But Carl Middleditch, agent for 
Smiths of Bloxham, said: "There is 
demand for more pitches and this 
helps to meet that criteria." 

Pressure on the school would not 
be "significant", he said. 

A new shower and toilet block 
would be built under the plans, pro¬ 
viding hot water, which is not cur¬ 
rently available, he said. 

It seeks to introduce a policy of 
home types at the site with 12 semi¬ 
permanent "park" homes and 16 
static and eight touring caravans. 

The application also seeks to get 
permission for the site's continued 
use for travellers as its 1983 permis¬ 
sion expired in 2008. 

The issue was only noticed by the 
council in 2010 and the extension is 
set to be approved. Mr Middleditch 
said the Smiths hadn't realised there 
was a time limit.

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Smoking out the murderer 


THE little grey cells had to 
work extra hard on Banbury 
Cross Players' latest production 
due to an unforeseen 
assailant...health and safety. 

Agatha Christie's An Unexpected 
Guest features copious smoking 
scenes. But, as director Terry 
Gallager explains, local authority 
rules allow just two herbal 
cigarettes to be smoked on stage 
per performance, sparking a rethink. 

"It was a big problem - three of 
the main characters smoke 
throughout and the plot centres 
around collecting up the stubs. I 
had to carefully tweak the storyline 
-for example Laura [the murder 
suspect] becomes a heavy brandy 
drinker instead - we've definitely 
pushed her to the drink!" 

It's hurdles such as this - not to 
mention acquiring 1950s drawing 
room furniture on a limited budget, 
creating 'fog' and looking after two 
live hand-pistols on set (which are 
giving Terry sleepless nights) - that 
demonstrate just how versatile local 
theatre teams have to be. 

No wonder ex-Army man Mr 
Gallger, 68, says his nerves are 
shredded from the 12-month stint. 

"I always say 'never again'! But I 
knew another Christie would be 
popular with the Mill audience and 
wanted to have a stab at it in case it 
was my last chance. 

"Christie was primarily an author, 
but she was in love with the theatre. 
I know the thrill of staging her plays.

I got stressed doing Dial M For 
Murder a couple of years ago, but 
at curtain-up it was a white-knuckle 
ride for the audience." 

Banbury Cross Players are 
plugging new talent with three 
actors turning in debuts, including 
A-Level student Cameron Anderson 
who plays a learning-disabled 
teenager and has thoroughly 
impressed his fellow crew, who 
have gelled well during rehearsals.

a sharper edge

A CAR'S name can easily lead to 
some preconceived notions about 
its character. Say Toyota Yaris, a car 
that has been around for 13 years, 
and you think natty, nippy, neat city 
car with cute, clever and cuddly 
styling. 

But don't be fooled. The 2012 
third-generation Yaris is a sharper, 
edgier and altogether more grown¬ 
up car. The SR specification test 
model bristled with macho detail¬ 
ing, from 16-inch alloy wheels, rear 
roof spoiler and sports suspension to 
part-leather upholstery, darkened 
headlamp covers and rear privacy 
glass. The overtly feminine styling of 
the earlier models has been 
replaced by a longer, lower, more 
masculine look. 

Drop in to the driver's seat and the 
cabin that surrounds you is an 
extremely classy place. 

Instrumentation has been reposi¬ 
tioned from the centre of the con¬ 
sole to behind the steering wheel, 
with the large central speedometer 
flanked by rev counter and fuel 
gauge backlit in red. 

Driver's instruments, multimedia 
touchscreen and air vents are 
trimmed in a gun metal finish, while 
all the controls and switchgear have 
chrome-plated detailing. 

The three-spoke steering wheel - 
trimmed with perforated leather on 


all bar the entry-level model - has a 
more comfortable grip and a flat 
bottom section. 

The front seats have better body¬ 
holding performance and comfort 
with wider seat cushions and higher 
side sections. While comfort is a pri¬ 
ority, even more emphasis has been 
placed on making the new Yaris a 
safe place, with seven airbags fitted 
as standard, along with front seats 
that use a system to reduce whiplash 
injuries. As standard, all versions of 
the new Yaris are equipped with 
active safety systems that include 
anti-lock brakes,vehicle stability 
control and traction control. 

Engine choice remains as before, 
with 1.0 and 1.33-litre petrol units 
and a 1.4-litre D-4D turbodiesel. 

The French-built car is as roomy, 
versatile and easy-to-drive as previ¬ 
ous models, but has had an upgrade 
in technology, with all models, apart 
from the entry-level model, fitted 
with the Toyota Touch system, with a

Second-hand values drop despite inflation 


DESPITE high inflation, the price of 
used cars fell 1.5 per cent last 
year, figures show. 

The average price of a second-hand 
vehicle in 2011 was £9,018 
compared with £9,155 in 2010, 
according to research from 
Auto Trader. 

Cars up to three years old - now in 
shorter supply due to recent 
dips in new car sales - went for 
over six per cent more in 2011 
than in 2010, but the price of 
vehicles aged over 10 years fell 
by an average of six per cent. 

The average price of all second¬ 
hand cars sold in the London 
area dipped from £10,097 in 


2010 to £9,504 in 2011. As 
many as 16.65 per cent of the 
cars sold in London were over 
10 years old. 

The most expensive used cars last 
year were those sold in 
Northern Ireland, with an 
average price of £9,704. 

Auto Trader said the overall 
nationwide average fall last 
year would have been even 
higher but for the fact that 
prices rose in November and 
December 2011 following 
seven successive monthly falls. 

Auto Trader strategy director Tim 
Peake says: "The impact of 
reduced new and used-car 


transactions, created by 
relatively weak consumer 
demand, is leading to lower 
overall retail prices for used 
cars. 


"Looking ahead, the picture for 
2012 is one of a challenging 
market. Although inflation has 
started to fall, it is likely that 
business and consumer 
confidence will remain 
subdued. 

"Concerns over rising 

unemployment and pressure on 
household incomes are likely to 
be the principal factors pinning 
back new and used car sales," 
he added.
